The Report of the Board of Revenue on the Land Revenue Administration of the 
Presidency of Bengal for the year 1921-22. 


2. Mr. D. H. Lees held charge of the office of the Member of the Board 
of Revenue till the 28th July 1921, when he was succeeded by Mr. F. C. 
French, c.s.1., the permanent incumbent, who held charge for the rest of the 
year. ; 
3. For a series of years the Board have drawn a gloomy picture of the 
material condition of the people owing to high prices, floods, cyclones, local 
distress or bad health and the report of the year under review is not very 
different from others in this respect. The winter rice crop was affected in the 
Burdwan and Presidency Divisions and the radi crops in some parts of the’ 
Dacea and Chittagong Divisions by the cessation of the rains in October ; 
the cultivators in the jute growing areas were hard hit by the depression in 
the jute trade ; the continued high prices of almost all the necessaries of life 
affected the poorer classes, especially those on small fixed incomes ; though 
there was no widespread distress, the distress in a part of Khalna noticed in 
“last year's report. continued till December 1921, and finally there was a 
general slump in trade. There is, however, a bright side to this picture, for 
the winter rice crop of 1921-22 surpassed in quantity the fine crop of 1917-18 ; 
the question of high prices ceased to attract the attention it had done, indicat- 
ing that the process of neral adjustment of wages to prices was being ac- ' 
complished, and, thoug’ the year was a bad year for cholera, there was some 
improvement in the health of the province. 


4. Of the detailed statistics in the report, it is necessary to say little. 
There was an increase of nearly two lakhs in the current demand for revenue 
and collections were good. The process of colonisation in the Sundarbans 

. proceeded on the preseribed lines. 
5. Probably the most notable statement in the report is that non-co-oper- 
ation has had little effect on collections in Government estates. Two of the 
best districts, the Board report, in this respect were Birbhum and Bakarganj 
in which pap co-cperasicn was undoubtedly f igin is and Mosely 
followed by Malda, Midnapore and Noakhali, whereas the worst collection of 
all was made in Mymensingh which suffered little from this cause. On the 
other hand, the movement made it ‘difficult in some cases for the landlords to 
recover their legitimate rents and more often to realise such illegitimate 
batt ‘abwabs ; the movement seems to have given the tenants an incen- 


tive to assert their, rights. — Owing to the same cause, there was a falling off 
1 the number of schools and pupils in Government estates.

There was an increase of 6°7 per 
cont. in t’ 2 total sales of imported salt. During the year under report 112 
steamer® varrying salt entered the port of Calcutta as compared with 129 in 
the prey ous year. The decrease is said to be due to labour troubles in 
Great itain. ;

Police was Rs, 8,306 which was discharged in two instalments. 
(2) The net revenue during the year under report amounted to Rs. 8,100-6, besides 
this a sum of Rs. 115 was received on account of fines and penalties under the Act. 


The net revenue shown under this head in Form II submitted with Annual Adminis- 


tration Report was Rs. 8,098. 


This discrepancy of Rs. 2 is due to non-cre lit of the said 


amount within the last financial year, the same having been credited on Ist April 1922. 

(3) License fees were levied on Jute Warehouses at the rate of 10 per cent. on the 
annual value of the holdings, subject to the maximum of- RB.

I nave the honour to present the following report on the .working 
of the Calcutta Fire Brigade for the year ending the 31st March 1922. 


2. Financial Statement.—The statement of receipts and expenditure 
and payments made by the municipalities within the jurisdiction of the Fire 
Brigade Act, I of 1893, is given in Appendix I. 


3. Fires, etc.—During the year under review the Fire Brigade received 
calls {or 673 fires or supposed fires, being an increase of 59 ealls over the 
previcus year.

It is unsatisfactory to note that the number of false alarms given mali- 
ciously has increased from 96 in 1920-21 to 133 in 1921-22. Likewise there 
ie a considerable increase of false alarms due to electrical defects in the 
fire alarm system which is maintained by the Bengal Telephone Company. 


_Few offenders have been arrested for giving wilful false alarms and the 
oe inflicted are not sufficiently severe to have any detrimental 
effect,

The Street Fire Alarm system has been of considerable utility, and 357 
calls for actual fires were received by this means. . 

Undoubtedly in many cases serious fires have been averted owing to 
the rapidity with which calls can be transmitted directly tothe Fire Brigade 

without the delay of being connected through the Telephone Exchange. 

The actual number of calls received throughout the year was 953, which 
ave detailed in Appendix I. This number includes instances where more 
than one call was received for the same fire, but does not include cases of 
subsequent calls from street fire alarms or telephones which were operated 
more than once for the occurrence. 

‘The most serious city fire of the year occurred in the district known as 
Maidaputty on February 28th, 1922, when 17 two-storied | timbér-built 
premises (principally containing oil and gunnies) were practically destroyed 
and 11 four-storied and one two-storied buildings were damaged. 

The area is an extremely congested one in the centre of a serious fire 
zone which is very inadequately supplied with water. 

The first fire engines to arrive got to work in positions near to the fire 
but were unable to check the spread of the fire owing to the small amount of 
water available from the mains, which are of much too small a diameter. 

. Fire engines had tobe employed on larger mains a considerable distance 
from the fire to draft water to the fire engines in the immediate vicinity 
of the fire. 

Over 200 telephone messages were received concerning the fire from 
the inhabitants in the locality, and this extra load partially disabled the 
telephone system, which had the effect of rendering communication by the 
Fire Brigade from the fire to’ the Fire Brigade headquarters extremely 
difficult, messages often taking many minutes to get through. 

It has now been decided to prescribe certain classes of buildings in this 
locality. 

A serious epidemic of ship fires oceurred in March at the Kidderpore 
Docks. In the majority of cases the ships were on the point of sailing when 
the fires were discovered. r : 

During March 119 calls to fires or supposed fires were received, which is 
the busiest month recorded. . 

It is of interest to note that about 45 per cent. of the total fires of the 
year occurred in the months of January, February, Mareh and April. This 
is aceording to average, and unfortunately has the effect of severely straining 
the resources of the Brigade during the months*referred to. 

If fires continue to increase in the same roportion as they have 
done during the past few years (see Appendix XVIII) the strength of the 

personnel and ‘material of the Fire Brigade will have to be considerably 
augmented. 

On October [30, 1921, the day of the Dewali Puja, 14 fires occurred, 
the causes of the majority of which are attributed to fireworks. The Brigade 
had a very strenuous time during the evening of that. day, but fortunately 

“only ae ties resulted in serious damage. Hoh Tay nee 
' "It is unsatisfactory to note that 13 fires are attributed to incendiarism, 
which is above the average. Where there are reasonable grounds for doubt 
as to the origin of fires, causes are classified as “ not ascertained.” ;

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Fire 10s8.—Tho total damage caused by fire and water during the 
year under review is estimated at Rs. 34,06,554, being an increase of 
-Rs. 10,49,469. . sat, : 

This abnormally heavy loss is chiefly due to the epidemic of ship fires 
above mentioned, which accounts for about Rs. 15,00,000. 

The average damage per fire is Rs. 5,061, as compared with Rs. 3,467 
for the past ten years.

6. Appliances.— Appendix X gives the nature and distribution of the 
principal appliances in commission by the Fire Brigade, and Appendix XI 
gives the number of times each appliance has been turned out to fire calls, 

It is estimated that the motor appliances travelled 9,692 miles, and horse- 
drawn appliances 333 miles during the year under review in going to and 
returning from fire calls. Notwithstanding these distances accidents have 
been very rare, and considerable commendation is due to the Fire Brigade 
drivers, especially as the traffic conditions in Calcutta render fast driving a 
difficult and dangerous task. 


- 


A new motor fire engine (500 gallons per minute capacity) was received 
from Messrs. Dennis Brothers during the yoar and placed in commission. 

Practically all repairs to motor appliances, etc., are carried out in the 
Fire Brigade workshops by the Fire Brigade staff, the efficient nature of 
which is evidenced by the general good working at fires, etc., and the manner 
in a." repairs are expedited. 

uring the greater portion of the year under review the workshops have 
ae ‘under the charge of Engineer Tucker, who was promoted to Station 
Officer. 
i Qn this promotion Engineer Collins was appointed in charge of work- 
shops. ; 
 Chnsidacabie difficulty is still experienced with hose. There is no doubt 
that the conditions in Calcutta. etc., are unusually severe on hose, which 
often is in use for over 100 hours at a jute fire, and sometimes as many as 
300 lengths haye to be employed at a single fire, owing to the distance water 
has to be drafted. 

These conditions are practically unparalleled and of course render the 
wear and tear of hose abnormal. 

It is hoped that hose of pre-war standard can now be obtained. During 
the past few years the quality of hose has depreciated, and the cost has 
increased greatly. 


7. Fire pnacemepony sagen XII gives the number of times each fire 
ae has been turned out fh response to fire calls, together with monthly 
gures. 

The headquarters of the Fire Brigade is still located in premises 
rented from the Samavaya Corporation, Limited, in Corporation Place, and no 
further steps have been taken to secure a suitable site for the erection of 
permanent headquarters. A high rent is paid for the present buildings which 
are not suitable for the purposes required, and undoubtedly the efficiency of 
the Brigade can be improved by the provision of suitable headquarters with 
proper workshops, drill yard and convenient quarters for the men. Moreover, 
economy could be effected by the erection of suitable headquarters owned by 


the Fire Brigade, The preceding paragraph is repeated from the report of | 


Japt year. 
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I am pleased to be able to report that the District Fire Station in Central 
Avenue was completed and occupied in December 1921. (See frontispiece). 

This station can provide a strong fire-fighting force in a very short spaca 
of time, for a very congested and thickly populated area. 

Tt has accommodation for five motor appliances and 50 men. 

The importance of the station is shewn by the fact that appliances 
therein dealt with 146 fires in four months (from the time of opening to the 
end of the year). 

Tt is hoped that provision will be made for the necessary extensions to 
the Chitpur District Fire Station. This station protects a very. important 
area containing a great number of dangerous fire risks, such as jute presses 
and warehouses, and the district is most inadequately supplied with water. 

Station Officer Gawler is in charge of this District and has carried out 
his difficult duties in a creditable manner. 

A District Fire Station is urgently needed in the Kidderpore Dock area, 
also smaller stations are required at Burra Bazar and Soyabazar. 

Valuable time is frequently lost in proceeding to fires from the present 
stations owing to the exceedingly congested traffic in many parts of the 
city. 

The staff and appliances at the Sibpur Fire Station have been trans- 
ferred to the Howrah District Station, and it is anticipated it will not be 
necessary to re-occupy the small station at Sibpur. 


8. Staff.—The strength of the Fire Brigade was 219 at the commence- 
ment of the year, the distribution and ranks of which are shewn in 
Appendix XIII. 4 

During the year the posts of European driver, one Indian driver and two 
syces have been abolished. The post of Head ‘Tindal has been sanctioned, 
also one junior carpenter and one blacksmith. . : 

The strength of the Fire Brigade at the close of the year was 218. 

The Second Officer, Mr. W. Jarrett, returned from leave in October 1921 
and has carried on his duties in a very able manner. 

Owing to the new leave rules sanctioned by Government the strength of 
the Fire Brigade is insufficient to cope with the work, it being impossible to 
take on men and train them sufficiently to fill temporary vacancies. 

9. Fatalities and Accidents.—-Short details of fires involving loss of 
life or serious accidents.—During the year under review 10 lives were lost 
at fires, three of which were believed to be cases of suicide. 

On Octobef 23, 1921, a firework explosion involved the loss of three 
lives. These men were trapped in a small room at the rear of a firework 
shop in which fireworks were made and from which there was no means of 
egress except through the shop. 

The unsuitable nature of the premises was reported to the authorities 
concerned, 

On searching the debris of the fire which oceurred on February 28, 1922, 
the remains of 4 Indian women were found. It is supposed these women ran 
back into their premises to get their jewellery, and were trappad by the fire, 
as normally there was ample time for their escape. : 

The loss of life shows an increase of three over last year. 

Nineteen persons were injured at fires, being a decrease of three com- 
pared with last year. aye 

The increase in the number of accidents due to petrol igniting 18 note- 
pitied and shews the habitual carelessness of many of the Indian motor 

rivers. 

I am pleased to be able to report that no loss of life, or very serious 
accident occurred. to the staff of the Fire Brigade, which is noteworthy as so 
many buildings collapse with very little warning. 

This is due to bad construction and use of improper materials. In the 
case of many jute warehouses the materials, such as steel standards, joists, 
bricks, ete., saved from previous fires are used again—often several times— 
and are unable to withstand the heat and strain generated by fire. 

‘Tt. is hoped that better supervision will be exercised over the construc- 
“tion of jute warehouses, etc., otherwise serious accidents must result.

"system at the Fire Brigade headquarters has been out of order, 
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10. Horses.—The number of horses has been reduced from 16:to 10, 


11. Water-supply.—Again 1 regret to have to report that water 
supply has proved inadequate a very large number of times, and throughout 
the year has constantly caused serious apprehension. 

With the exception of an additional electric pump at the Watgunge 
Pumping Station, little appears to have been done to remedy the serious state 
of affairs, which is becoming gradually worse as extra connections are being 
made and the mains are becoming choked, also the pimps and machinery are 
badly worn. - ; 

The installation of extra pumps at the Mullick Ghat Pumping Station is 
an urgent necessity, and unless steps are soon taken disastrous fires must 
result, especially as on occasions there have been complete breakdowns at the 
pumping stations. 

It is anticipated that twenty-five 5” hydrants will be installed during the 
year, which will be beneficial, but this number. is quite inadequate to cover 
the numerous serious fire risks. 

The inadequate diameter of and silting up of the mains m many parts of 
the city are matters which urgently require rectification, which* was clearly 
demonstrated at the large city fire on February 28, 1922, before referred ‘to. 

Regarding Howrah and Chitpur water supplies I regret to say nothing 
has been done, and the conditions are rapidly becoming worse as new ware- 
houses are being erected, tanks filled up on sanitary grounds for the prevention 
of mosquitoes, ete. 

- In this connection I beg to repeat the remarks contained in the Annual 
Report of last year, as follows :— 

“ Regarding Howrah and Chitpur the dangerous state of affairs was specially pointed 
out and emphasized by the Commissioner of Police, who seid in the covering letter to the 
Government of Bengal with the Annual Report of the Fire Brigade for the year ending 30th 
March 1920: ‘The question of the water-supply in the districts of Howrah and Chitpur 
demands immediate attention as these areas comprise very dangerous fire risks, T regret to 
say tat not only has nothing been done to improve the supply but conditions are even 
worse now as above noted, and the various areas referred to are becoming more congested 
with warehouses, etc. Repeated representations have been made to these municipalities, 
and the following is an extract from a letter received from Howrah :— 

“ With reference to your letter No. F, B, 288-299, dated the 25th February last, on the 
subject of water-supply for fire-extinguishing purposes, I have the honour to inform you 
that the scheme for effective water-supply in the locality appears to be too costly to permit 
this municipality to meet at the present moment, and mill owners who are directly 
interested in them have refused to pay any moiety of the cost of the scheme.’ 

“Tt is no uncommon occurrence for as many as 300 lengths of hose to be used at big 
fires owing to the distance the water is away from the risks. This is a source of consi- 
derable expense to the Fire Brigade and does not permit of efficient working. The 
comparative freedom from very serious fires appears to have created an atmosphere of 
false security. It is hoped that the question of water-supplies will receive the urgent 
attention its importance demands.” 


12. Fire Float.—I am glad to be able to report that delivery of the new 
Fire Float has been received from Messrs. Merryweather & Sons, Limited, and 
the vessel is now being assembled in Calcutta. It is anticipated it will be 
in commission by June 1922. 

This machine has a capacity of 4,000 gallons per minute, and will be a 
great acquisition in dealing with fires’in shipping and shore fires in proximity 
to the river, especially in Chitpur and Howrah, where the water-supply o 
shore is so very bad. 


13. Street Fire Alarms, Telephones and Electrical Communications.— 
The means by which fire calls have been transmitted to the Fire Brigade ° 
during the year are given in Appendix II. ; 

Appendix XVI gives the positions of street: fire alarms in commission, 
together with calls, etc., received therefrom, Also a list of direct electrical 
connections 18 given. : 5 

There is an unsatisfactory increase in the number of false alarms 
received, both given maliciously and due to electrical defects. 

I regret to state the fire alarm and telephone systems have not been 
satisfactory. Frequent faults have occurred and on occasions the complete

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The fines imposed-by the Municipal Court for breaches of theatre bye- 
laws during the year 1s Rs. 2,290 as compared with Rs. 2,524 during tho

+ Unfortunately the decrease in fines does not show a corresponding 
adherence to the bye-laws, which are often systematically disregarded, 
particularly in Indian theatres apd temporary places of public amusement. 

_ In conifeetion with the Licensed Warehouse and Fire Brigade Act I of 
1893 during the year under review 5,706 inspections of warehouses have 
been made. Four hundred and thirty-six applications for sanction and letters. 


of complaint have been disposed of.

liave been instituted under section 14 of Act I of 1893, which resulted in 120 
persons being fined, the fines aggregating in all to Rs. 1,948, 49 persons being

1b. Fire Brigade Workshop.—All repairs to fire appliances have béen 
carried out in the Fire Brigade workshops and machines, as necessary, have 


been overhauled, painted, etc. 


. _ The present workshops are inadequate for the increased work involved, © 
and it is hoped that adequate workshop accommodation will be provided at a 


reasonably early date. 


16. General.—Tho Calcutta Fire Brigade protects the municipalities of 
Calcutta, Cossipore-Chitpur, Howrah, Maniktala and Garden Reach, and may 


attend fires outside the boundaries of these municipalities, but not exceeding 
a radius of 6 miles from the Central Fire Station, provided that appliances 
can be spared and on payment of a prescribed fee. Appendix XIX gives the 
Government order relating to this and form which should be signed prior to 
the Fire Brigade leaving the jurisdiction of the above municipalities.

Apart ftom research work technical advice has been freely given, ready- © 


made treatment materials such as chrome liquors and fat-liquors have been 


supplied to inexperienced and unscientific tanuers, and machine work such as ~ 


finishing, polishing, ete., has been executed for small concerns. In view of 
the valuable work done at the tannery it has been decided to continue it for 
a further period of five years: An interesting feature is the keen interest 
taken by young men of the ‘Bhadralok class in the manufacture of shoes 
and leather. Applications .for,;apprenticeship were received in such 
numbers that many had to be refused for want of accommodation. 

8. The information available regarding the prospects of the match 
industry in this presidency is at present meagre, and the matter has been 
under investigation by the Industries Department.

In 
avcordance with the recommendations of the Industrial Commission, a joint 
Committee composed of officers of the Public Works Department and of the

For some: time past there has been a keen demand’ for the demonstration 
of improved methods of spinning, weaving and dyeing, and of tanning in 
exhibitions and in local centres of these industries. These demonstrations 
were attended with~considerable success and created much local interest. 
As it is impossible for the ordinary staff of the Serampore Weaving Institute 
and Calcutta Research Tannery to cope with the increasing calls on them 
for such demonstrations special establishments have been sanctioned for the 
purpose. The department also arranged for the attendance of a large 
number of weavers from the districts of Bengal at the All-India Handloom 
Weaving Exhibition at Patna, and they showed a keen appreciation of the 
advantages of imptoved methods. The recent revival of the handloom 
weaving industry afforded a great opportunity {o the department for = 
larising the use of fly-shuttle looms and qubione=eb vii appliances and aiintitity 
machines, and ful) advantage was taken of it. Facilities were also afforded

Next to. weaving, the conch-shell industry is the most important 
industry in Dacca.

Accommodation is available only 
for 75 students in the higher Glasses and for: about 60 in the artizan 
classes, while the total number of applications from qualified candidates 
amounted to about 2,000. Towards the end of the year under review 
it was decided to retain the Institute permanently at Serampore. A 
building project for the Institute which is at present located in hired 
buildings is now under consideration. Steps were taken after the closé
